Wis Majesty's Government maintained the protests which they had already made 
against the encroachments of the Turkish authorities in tle Dthali country. 

On the 22nd July the Minister for Koreign Affairs informed Mr. de Bunsen that 
he had acquainted the Minister for War of this communication, and had requested 
him to send the necessary instructions to the Ottoman Commission, 
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precursor of complications which His Majesty's Government earnestly desired to 
oid. 
Mr. de Bunsen read the despatch to the Minister for Foreign Affairs on the

‘Abdullah Pasha, a favourite of the Sultan, appealing directly to His Majesty with @ 
view to the onders of the Minister being superseded. 

Avan interview with Colonel Wahab, on the 20th September, the Turkish Com= 

joners informed him that they had reeeived no orders, but promised to apply for them 
to the Yemen authorities, They gave Colonel Wahab their list of the nine tribes, in 
‘which the Yatfai and Aulaki were replaced by two other names, helioved to be those of 
sub-sections of the Haushabi tribe, 

‘On the Sth October Colonel Wahab reported that there was no sign of the ‘Turks 
withdrawing from the places they had recently occupied, and that, on the contrary, 
they were intriguing with certain Sheikhs with a view to the occupation of Jabal Awas, 
southawvest of Mafari, 

On the 10th October Lord Lansdowne telegraphed to Sir N. O'Conor that the 
matter appeared to have reached a stage when it would be desirable to bring it before 
tho Sultan personally. 

Sir N. O'Conor insisted on an interview with His Majesty, and it was reluctantly 
granted on the 24th October, 

Tn reply to Sir N. O’Conor’s representations, the Sultan, who declined to discuss 
details, dwelt on the difficulty of his position. Tt was, ho sti lis sacted duty not to 

jive up territory to which he believed himself to he entitled, and, on the other hand, 
1¢ was suixious to keep on gooil terms with England, He appealed to the friendship 
and magnanimity of Ilis Majesty’s Government. 

ir N..O'Conor represented that His Majesty's Government could not tolerate that 
territory which thoy believed to belong to Chiefs protected by them should he occupied 
by Turkish troops. Unless His Majesty's Government could count on Tis Majesty. to 
settle tho difficulty in a friendly manner, a regrettable contlict would almost inevitably 
ensie. After considerable discussion, the Sultun finally assured Sir N. O'Conor that 
ho was giving serious attention to the question, that it would be considered by the 
Council of Ministers, and that an early answer woul be given. 

Sir N. O'Conor subsequently ascertained that the report of the Council of Ministers 
‘was to the effect that, as in 1873 the nine tribes had heen recoznized by the Ottoman 

Government as under British protection, and as an Imperial Iradé had recently 
authorized the Government to propose the delimitation of the frontier between Yemen 
and the tribes, it was advisable to proceed in accordance with these decisions. 

After some negotiations between Sir N. O'Conor aud the Porte in regard to the 
terms of the communication to be addressed to him, he accepted a note, dated

T PRESSED, and am afraid worried, the Grand derably yesterda 
about the Aden houndary, taking my theme from the Resident’s telegram of the 19th 
instant, showing clearly the bad faith either of the Sultay, the Porte, or the Minister of 
War, "I suid that the obstruction and subterfuges of the Commission seemed to be

‘His Highness said that after I had spoken to him a week ago, he had discussed the 
matter in the Council of Ministers, where he had fallen very foul of the Minister of War, 
who said Tewfik Pasha had no right or authority to admit that Yafai was one of the nine 
cantons, and more to the same effect, ‘The Grand Vizier maintained that the notes 
exchanged with His Majesty's Government in 1873 left no doubt upon this point without 
seeking further proof in the more recent note of the Ist November last, whieb, by defini 
that the frontier-line should be drawn north-eastwards to the desert, automatically includes 
Yaflui within the British zone. His Highness then went on to prove to his colleagues 
that the proceedings of the Yemen authorities and Turkish Commissioners would 
ultimately lead to serious complications with England, and he urged that instructions 
should be sent to the Military Commandant to put a stop to these proceedings.

§, The Amir of Dthala has clainis based on grants in writing by the Tmams of San’a 
previous to the Turkish vecupation of Yemen in 1872, to Kataba, Damar, Ta'iz Mavia, and 
Uther places beyond the green line on the joint map of the Commission, and a line 
uibracing these places shows the extent of Turkish encronchments during the last thirty 
years.

referred to therein at paragraphs 3 and 4, 

7. On my return to Nastatabad I visited the Deputy Governor, the Kargwar, and 
the Yawin-i-Nizam, the officer in charge of the Seistan frontier. ‘I informed them of 
that portion of my interview which referred to their Government, and told them of the 
Akhunzada’s promise to maintain the status quo on condition that the Seistan Govern= 
ment would give a similar promise, ‘The Deputy Governor and Karguzar expressed 
their willingness to. do this, though the Deputy Governor made his promise conditional 
on the approval of his father, the Hashmat-ul-Mulk, to whom he proposed referring the 
matter, 

‘The Yamin-i-Nizam, who regarded my visit as unnecessary, stated that the Persians 
were quite eapable of looking after their own interests themselves, He would therefore 
give me no assurance, 

S, With regard to the present water-supply, the conclusion [arrived at after haying 
personally visited all the main watercourses from Deb Dost Muhammad to the Jaroki 

and, was that a very fair division of the Helmund water below the Seistan Bund at 
Kohak was taking place, ‘The Helmund itself had risen considerably, and it still 
continues to do so. ‘The Jaroki Bund, though it will divert a good deal of water to 
Afghan territory, ought uot, with the main stream in its present state, make much 
difference to the water-supply of she Miankangi distriet, while if the Helmund continues 
to rise or the Persians open the Kohak Bund, itis probable that both the Jaroki and the 
Pariun Bunds would be carried away, Hus re-establishing the situation which normally 
obtains in Seistan, 

Under the above circumstances it is perhaps not unreasonable to hope that the 
status quo will be maintained until the arrival of a British arbitrator, The only disturbin, 
clement in the situation is the possibility of interference by the Russian Consul throug! 
the Yatnin-i-Nizam, who, it has been pointed out in former Reports, seems inclined to 
seck Mr. Miller's advice.

Norenber 30-—The Amir of Dthala, with his son and a party of ten, started for 
Aden en route to the Delhi Coronation Durbar, 

A report was brought in that the letter which T wrote to Sultan Kahtan-bin-Umuar, 
of the Upper Yafn (sce diary of the 24th September), was taken by the messenger to 
the Turkish authorities at Kataba; that Saleh-bon-Uwar, one of the Sultan's tamil 
who is in Turkish yay, was then in Kataha for the purpose of receiving his stipend, 
Hearing about my letter, and fearing that the ‘Turks would execute upon him thelr 
Tesentment at the Sultan of Yafa being in communication with the British, he fled back 
to Mahjaba (Yafa), reproached Sultan Kahtan with corresponding with the British nt the 
time when he was at Kataba, and declared that he held him responsible for his stipend 
of 60 dollars a-month, Sultan Kahtan replied that he had not authorized Saleh bine 
Umar to go to the Turks, and was not aware of his being at Kataba, A serious breach 
has resulted, and some of the tribesmen of the Yafa lave atranged themselves on one 
aide and some on the other.

As, however, his Excellency's visit took place somewhat late in. the afternoon, 
and several other members of the Corps. Diplomatique were awaiting interviews with 
me, I ventured to suggest to him that it might perhaps be better that we should 
postpone for the present a general discussion such as that which he had invited, 

U should, I said, be glad to make an appointment with him for the purpose on 
any day which might be convenient to him, 

His Excellency fell in with this suggestion, but asked me before he left the room 
whether I was able to mention to him any of the points which, in my opinion, required 
early consideration. 

I mentioned two, viz, the question of direct relations between the Russian and 
Afghan local authorities and the relations of our two countries in Seistan, 

His Exeellency agreed that these were matters of immediate importance, He 
said a few words as to the extreme difficulty of attempting a definition of the matters 
in regard to which direet relations between Russian and Atghan local authorities might 
be permissible, 

He asked me whether a solution might not be found by means of a" negative '* 
understanding, under whieh certain matters should be specifically excluded from local 
treatment, 

I said that I thought that a proposal of the sort was worthy of attentive 
examination, 

We subsequently exchanged a few words with regard to a complaint which had 
icon lately made by the Russian Government in regard to the rights of the Kanjutis in 
Raskam. 

I told his Exeelloncy that Thad looked into the matter, and satisfied mysolf that: 
these complaints had atisen trom a misconception as to the rights which had been 
claimed on behalf of the Kanjutis, and 1 subsequently sent him a Memorandum, of 
which I inclose a eopy.*

IN iny despatch No, 169 of the 7th instant, I had the honour to report that the 
Grand Vizier had informed ine of the engagement by the Persian Government of a Dutch 
eiigineer for the purpose of building bridges and carrying out other public works on the 
the Karun. 

‘This engineer, a Herr van Rogen, has now arrived here, and I hud a conversation 
with him to-day. "He is not entirely new to the East, having served for some years in 
the Dutch Indies, 

He told me that the ides of employing an engineer from Holland had originated some 
three years ago, but that, owing to the changes at the Persian Legation at the Hague, it 
had only taken definite shape quite recently. The first engineer engazed had thrown up 
his post ater signing his contract last summer, and he himself had then been asked through 
the Hague Legation to come out. Head, however, no clear instructions, beyond a general 
one from the Mushir-ed-Dowleh to report on public works to be undertaken in Southern 
Persia, which had lately been supplemented by an order to proceed to Ahwaz and there 
study the best means of repairing the dam and improving the navigation of the Karu 

He went on to sav that he did not believe that the Persian Government was very 
serious in its intention to carry out this programme, as, from all he could learn, the repair 
‘of the dani would entail an expenditure of at least 300,0004.—a sum which he agreed 
ine in thinking would not easily be found under present circumstances by the Grand Vizier. 
His own idea was that the best way of carrying out the scheme was that the Persian 
Government should give « private Company, to he formed all neutral country 
such us Holland, « commission for rebuildinx the Ahwaz dain, aud irrigating the adjacent 
district. The Company would find the mouey and repay itsell Uy collecting the lind. tax. 
Its nicutral character would remove the objections which the Persian Government m 
entertain on political grounds to the grant of a concession of this nature either to 
Boglish or Russian Company, bit it was essential to its success that it should not be 
opposed by. the British Legation. Euglish capitalists might, by taking up the shares, 
secure an interest in the undertaking; it would, however, probably lie desirable that it 
should remain nominally Duteb, with w Board of Disectors sitting at the Hague. 

1 said that 1 should, personally, be in sympathy with any enterprise whieh could 
develop the resources of Southern Persia and interest foreign capital in the country ; but 
1 thouglit it wis essential to our support being given to any scheme of the kind that it 
should not afford a cloak to the establishment on the Karun of political influences adverse 
to our interests. Such 1 Compiny as he had sketched would become, if it collected taxes, 
aa political power in the land, pposing the shares were sold in the open market, what 
was there to prevent the Russian Bank, for example, trom buying all or most of them up, 
and thus obtaining control over a nominally Dutch or Belgian Board of Directors? 1 
believed that in Chi alled Belgian Railway Companies had been so worked as directly 
to subserve the political aims of the Russian Government. We should require before 
acquiescing in such a scheme very definite and precise guarantees that it would not be used 
to prejudice our paraniount commercial and political interests in Southern Persia, I 
thought, too, that he had perhaps undersestimated the practical difficulties with which he 
would have to conteid, uot only in the suspicions of the Persian Government, which, 
had always been reluctant to regrant Dr, Tholozan’s old concession to any foreigner, but 
in those of the Arab Chiefs am tribes in whose country the new Company would work. 

Herr van Roogen admitted the force of these considerations, and observed that the 
project he had foreshadowed was merely his owas that he had no ides how the Persian 
Gorerumient oF the forejn Logations would view it; and that he had merely mentioned it 
tentatively to myself’ as the ouly practical miethod, in his opinion, of really utilizing the 
tesourves of the Karin Valley, He proposed to discuss it in the same spirit with the new 
Date Minister who was expected shortly at Tehran, Iu the meantime be should, in 
obedience to his instructions from the Grand Vizier, go down in a month or $0, as soot as 
the weather permitted, to. Awaz, and study the question from an engineering point of 
‘view on the spot, with a view toa report to the Persian Government. Bat it was clear to 
me that he had very little confidence in the latter's power to undertake ang important 
engineering works on the Karun. i 

Tt is just possible that the Persian Government may entertain the idem, as 
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Sir H. Wolff seemed to suspect, of giving Dr. Tholozan's old Concession to a toreign 
Company, and that Herr van Roogen may bave either indiscreetly betrayed this intention 
or have tried to sound me as to the attitude we should adopt with regard to it. But I am 
more disposed to think that the Persian Government is not really in earnest, and is 
employing him, as it has employed Belzian engineers to make surveys for a road to 
‘Tabriz, and for harbour improvements at Enzelli, mainly in order to throw dust in the 
eyes of the European, and still more the Persian, public, and be able to say that its loans 
have not, as is commonly alleged, been squandered on providing amusements for the Shah 
in Europe, but have been used to secure the services of European scientific experts for 
remunerative public works and the general development of the country. ‘That such 
works can be seriously taken in band in the present state of Persia's finances is, of course, 
searcely possible, but Herr van Roogen’s Mission may perhaps result in the improvement 
of a bridge or wharf or two on the Karun and in the compilation of a few exhaustive 
reports, which will, ater receiving the Shal’s approavl and thanks, be pigeonholed “ for 
further reference.”

“Tt is formally stipulated that British imports into Persia shall enjoy most- 
favoured-nation treatment ; the same régime shall apply to Persian imports into the 
United Kingdom and the British Colonies ; but it is understood that a British Colon 
which shall cease to accord most-fayoured-nation treatment to Persian imports sl 
not be entitled to claim for its own imports the same treatment in Persia, 

“Persian imports into the United Kingdom shall poy import duty aceooding to 
the general Customs Tariff in force, but shall always have most-favoured-nation 
treatment. 

“Tn case the United Kingdom should introduce into its general Customs ‘Tarif 
uties on the Persian imports enumerated in ‘Variff (B) (the foodstuffs referred to in 
my previous telegram), provided in the said British general ‘Tariff, higher than those 
specified in Tarifl (B), Persia shall have the right of imposing proportional inoreused 
duties on British imports. A special Convention will be negotiated for this purpose, 
and, failing an agreement, the present Convention will determine and the previous 
régime will revive, ‘ 

‘We thus secure what your Lordship’s telegram No, 18, Commercial, of the 
2nd February suggested. 

Our Agreenient will be identical with the Russian, with this exception and with 
that of a few necessary verbal alterations. ; ‘ 

Even if the wording is susceptible of improvement, I think it will be better to 
sign at once without further delay.

M, Naus insisted upon the 
insertion of the clause as to Colony refusing most-favoured-nation treatment, in view 
of the perpetual character of the Convention and the possibility that some of our 
Colonies might eventually establish differential duties in favour of the Mother Country. 
‘The term for our country is “ United Kingdom ” and for our goods “ British” alono in 
all other clauses of the Convention. 

OF course, whether India and the Colonies adhere to the new ‘Tariff or not, they 
retain most-favoured-nation treatment, and, so long as Persian goods get thut treat 
ment, they may put what duties they like on Persian goods without affecting the

‘Though such 
attack is not likely, it will require, as a matter of ordinary military precaution, not 
less than one company, Hampshire Regiment, and three companies of the 2nd Bombay 
Infantry, to hold posts on the line of communications, For duty and reserve at 
Aden there will remain at most five companies, Hampshire Regiment, five companies 
2nd Bombay Infantry, and part of Ist Bombay Infantry, making a’ total of about 
1,200 infantry. 

‘This is a small garrison. ‘The half-battalion for which I have asked is the 
minimum reinforcement necessary, but I do not at resent ask for more, beeause 
of difficulties in the matter of ‘accommodation and supplies, It is, however, 
desirable, in ease it should be necessary to strengthen the column or the line of 
communications, that a very good regiment of native infantry should be kept in 
readiness to embark for Aden. In case of further requirements I will telegraph ne 
soon as possible. I hope that the British mountain battery selected will have new 
guns and that the 23rd Bombay Infantry will be brought up to war strength in

During Abdalla-bin-Alis last absence Goguyer had occasion to write drafts on Besa 
against amounts which he claimed to have to his credit from sale of arms, and when 
ese drafts were presented to Eesa lie was unable to meet them, and they were 
accordingly returned upon Goguyer. Goguyer thereupon sued Abdalla-bin-Ali for the 
amounts of the dishonoured Huudis before the Sultan, : 

Abdalla-bin-Ali, I believe, admitted his ultimate Viability, but ung 
was at first supported by the Sultan) that as Eesa had been, with Goguy 
in charge of the funds and accounts, and as he had made away. w 
Abdallacbin-Ali's cash property, as well as Goguyer’s eredit, the fairer course was (or 
Goguyer and Abdalla-bin-Ali to go into their joint account before a Punchayet 
according to the mercantile usaxe of Museat, on the understanding that whatever was 
found to be due by Abdalla-bin-Ali, whether more or less than the amounts of the 
dishomoured Hundis, would be paid by him. 

In this arrangement M. Laronce apparently acquiesced, but some delay occurred 
owing to the difficulty of getting any respectable traders to sit on the Pauchayet, ani, 
in the meanwhile, Goguyer worked influence in’ Paris, with the result that, in the first 
place, a peremptory letter was addressed to the Sultan by M. Laronee on behalf of his 
Government, as reported in my letter of the 20th September, and subsequently this letter 
was followed by the dispatch of the “ Friant,” with urders to see the matter through, 

The Sultan demurred to this for some time as being an arbitrary and untair method 
of settlement, but, after several days? pressure, eventually complied with the demand, 
and the money, amounting to some 20,000 rupees, was paid over. ‘The © Eriant 
Uiereupon left, and there appears little likelihood of any accounts now being equitably 
gone into: 

His Highness was from the beginning willing and prepared to see justice done 
According to his own lights, and 1 was approached from one or two influential quarters, 
uo doubt with the Sultan's knowledge, but not directly by the Sultan, with the suxyese 
tion that the action of the French Representatives was incompatible with the Sultan's 
independence and afforded grounds for intervention, 

hheoretically this is possibly true, but in any case, having regard to the identity of 
the defendant Arab, who has always had Kranco-phile proclivities, I thought it vas a 
matter of no political importance from which I could wore profitably hold aloof, and T 
merely report the details now in connection with the general question o! Goguycr's 
presence in Muscat, 

4. In view of the incidents above detailed and those already reported by me since 
the Oth July, the Sultan, to whom I have communicated the views of Government as 
now expressed, thinks that any action now taken by him in the dirvetion sugested 
would in all probability meet with no success or result, and pending any further expres 
sion of the views of the Government of India, after perusal of this letter, Cam inclined 
fo the same opinion, so I have not pressed the matter upon His Highness.

He laughed ironically, and 
reinarked that it was, of course, « mere pretext for interference, but what was he to do 
toavoid it, and at the sume time not offend the Russian Government? 

Lsaid that if hie liked to embody the Russian arguments in a further official note 
T would answer them; but I thought that my answer should end the discussion, He 
would then have done his utmost to induce us to accept M, Vkissott's proposal, and it 
would be no fault of his if we declined. T understood, and fully sympathized with his 
dificulties, and was most anxious to do all I could in order to edver and vendor easy hiss 
retreat front an embarrassing: position. 

He said that my Russian collesgne bad originally intended that the Russian Consul 
in Seistan with a Russian military force at his hack should assert the Russian elaim to 
intervene, but that he had pointed ont the weave objections existing to the passage of 
such a firee through Khorasan, and that the Government at St, Petersburgh had 
evidently not approved of it, as M. Vlassoff’ had now modified his demands. ‘The Shah 
greatly regretted having ever used language of a nature to afford the Russians an 
excuse for advancing these suggestions. He coneurred with me, however, in thinking 
that a further refusal on our part to entertain them would free Persia from any obliga- 
tion to persist in pressing them upon us.

the Persian Government would seriously entertain them, He replied somewhat 
evasively that he would discuss the matter with me again before coming to a definite 
decision 

Phere is'a good deal of excitement among the merchants at the prospect of the 
introduction in a fortnight’s time of the new Tariif, whieh will certainly be unpopular as 
tending to increase the vost of living, and petitions against it are being discussed, but 
it is very doubtful whether, unless the clergy actively encourage it, the diseontent will 
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assume the form of open resistance. M. Naus is said to be confident that no serious 
Aifficultics will be encountered, and I hear that the Russian Bank has already taken 
steps to anticipate these by making loans to several leading ecclesiastics, which the 
latter will not be asked to repay so long as their political attitude continues satisfactory 
to Russia. 

A new seditious pamphlet calling itself the “erideh-i-Tarafdar-i-Umumi” (‘Journal 
in the Interest of the Public”) attacking the Shah and Atabeg and accusing M. Naus of 
peculation, has been distributed within the last months. A number sent me closes with 
the following apostrophe to His Majesty: “M. Viassoff, the New Russian Minister, has 
come here to gaze on your miseries, to gauge the resources of your kingdom, and to 
survey your toys through a microscope. Hix daily reports of Your impotence have 
rejoiced the Russian Court. ‘The Order of the Garter is being sent for your glorification, 
‘This English Order is like the hobbling rope round a eaniel’s lege to prevent its straying 
from the path, and the British Government, following in the train of Russia, will bring 
about a thousand calamities in the Gulf ports... . The indifference in which you 
indulge will prove your destruction, and you will be choked like a silk-worm in its own 
cocoon,” 

Much speculation bas been aroused by the Garter Mission, the common native 
opinion being that it represents a revival of English interest in Persian affairs and will be 
followed by the raising of important political questions, 

‘The Shah's intended journey or pilgrimage to Meshed has, much to the disappoint 
ment of the Court, been definitely abandoned for want of funds.

(i,) ‘That shenever @ railway Concession was given to others in the north, we 
should receive the Concession of a line from ‘Tehran to Shuster, or a similar line. 

(c.) That, without consultation with the British Government, no foreign Company 
shonld be granted a Concession for a line in the south. 

It must be remembered that, assuming that Persia is to be held to her promises,

IN continuance of my letter of Proceedings, Senior Naval Officer, Red Se 
[ haye the honour to report that after the arrival of the outward mail, I left Aden at 
4 vat, Monday, Oe 26th January, for Wabla, the two armed dhows having been 
ordered to rendezvous at that place on the 30h January, On my way north T anchored 
for one night at Beilul, on the chance of finding an arm-running dhow, this being 
the anchorages they frequent. Leaving Beilul shortly after dark on Wednesd: 
28th January, Carrived at Kamaran at { ,3t, the following day, and, after landing a 
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case of pleurisy for treatment, and, replying to your telegram No. 5, T proceeded 
at noon for Walla, ‘The delay in the transmission of telegrams from Kamaran still 
continues, and telegrams take from two to three days to reach Malta. 

2, Being unable to arrive at Wahla the same night I anchored, proceeding through 
the reefs the following morning for Wabla, where I arrived at noon Friday, the 
30th January. Here I found my two armed dhows with four other captured dhows with 
sixty prisoners and twenty canoes, 

3. I revictualled and changed the crews of the two armed dhows, and the six dhows 
proceeded at daylight on Sunday, the Ist February, with prize crews on board, all in 
charge of Lieutenant Honourable W. $, Leveson-Gower, to Kamaran, where | intended to 
bring them to trial, 

“4. [ inclose a copy of Lieutenant Leveson-Gower's letter of Proceedings, as also a 
copy of the charges I have framed and forwarded to the Vice-Consul at Kamaran 
against the captured dhows and prisoners, with a view to their being immediately 
brought to trial; and though I may have some difficulty in proving the prisoners to be 
pirates, their dhows will, I trust, be condemned for firing on fis Majesty's armed 
dhiow, No. 1. 

5. L would submit that the “tracking,” and eventually “cutting out” the dhow

I HAVE the honour to submit a report on the subject of’ the Chiefs, commonly 
Known as the Trucial Chiefs, who occupy the coast line on the Persian Gulf on 
the Arabian side, from the limits of the El Katr Peninsula eastward to. Ras-al- 
Khaima. 

2. A full aceount of the various tribes living under the rule of these Chiefs will be 
found in Volume XXIV of the Bombay Government Records, and I propose to confine 
my present report mainly to a consideration of the question of the relations of this 
Residency to the ‘Urucial Chiets, 

3, In order to explain the position satisfactorily, it may be advisable to make a 
passing reference to the causes which led to the interference of the British Government 
in the affairs of these Arab tribes, In the early part of the lust century, what may. 
perhaps he described as a reign of terror existed i the Persian Gulf owing to the acts of 
piracy committed by the Arab tribes living on the shores of the Gulf, Pi 
expedition of 1S19 under Sir William Grant Keir, which ad for its object the complete 
destruction of the forts and boats of the piratiea! tribes, no vessel whother carrying a 
British pass or British colours, or those of any other nation, wax safe, Uh i 
‘Treaty of 1820 with the Arab tribes of the Persian Gulf, the due observance of wh 
the prt of these tribes was insisted upon by the constant surveillance and unremitting 
Vigilance of the British authorities in the Gulf, ensured the attainment of the m 
object which the British Government then had in view, namely, the entire suppression 
of piracy and consequent security to the trade and traders of all nations, The enter- 
prise and resources of the piratical tribes were thus directed into a legitimate channel, 

ving desired to prevent the occurrence of any accidents among the tribes. them- 
Ives which, from affording an opening and pretext to the evil disposed, might degenerate 
into piracy, the Chiefs were in 1835 induced to bind themselves by a maritime truce not 
under any eireumstances to engage in hostilities by sea for a period of six: months, on 
the understanding that the British Government would not interfere with their wars by 
lund. ‘The advantages of this truce were apparent to all concerned, and it was a 
and again renewed, until, in 1858, the Treaty of perpetual peace at sen was concluded, 
‘The due observance of this ‘Treaty has always been strictly insisted upon, aud it is to this 
fact that the entire cessation of piracies in’ the southern and eastern waters of the Gulf 
is mainly to be attributed,

the Trucial Chiefs, Any infractions of the maritime peace haye always been promptly 
punished, and the consequence is that of recent years the peace at sea has been very 
rarely disturbed, th. last. occasion which U have been able to trace having ocentred in 
1892 when a tine was levied from the Chief of Debaye for sending an armed boat to 
assist the Chief of Ajman, 

5, In the internal disputes of the ‘Tencial Chiefy it has never been the custom of 
the Resident to interfere, neither has the Resident. interfered in the matter of succes 
sions to the Chiefships. In 1883, the present Chief of Shargal usurped the Chiefsiip, 
and the Resident, although appealed to for “ advice and instructions” by the Chief who 
hhad been deposed from power, declined to interfere, and instructed the Residency: Awent 
ot to interfere in party matters, More recently, it 1900, the Chief of Ajinan vas killed 
by his uncle, Abdul Aatz, who proclaimed himself Chief, “he succession of Abdul Agia 
was generally accepted and he subsequently wrote to me asking for the recognition of 
the British, Government, whieh, however, it was not considered necessary to give formally, 
though tacit recognition has heen given, 

Tn this, the most recent ease which lias occurred, it will be observed that the Chiet 
of his own accord asked for the recognition of the British Government, and probably in 
future cases the same course will he followed, It will, however, in my opinion, rarely 
be necessary or advisable for the Resident to exercise any voice in the matter of these 
successions, Under present conditions, a Chief who ean obtain and hold. power may 
generally be held to he a Ruler acceptable to his subjects, otherwise he will not be able 
to hold his position for long, and if we begin to interfere in such matters and accept any 
degree of responsibility for the actions of the Chiefs, we may frequently find ourselves in 
‘embarrassing positions. I am iuclined, therefore, to think that our policy of non-inter- 
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i¢ internal disputes of the ‘Trucial Chiefs and in the matter of successions 
lielships, is wise. No good reason for departing from it has, T think, been shown, 
anu no good object would be gained by doing so. 

Our position at present, with reward to these Trucial Chiefs, is without doubt at 
least one of tacit predominance. This result is due to our policy in the past, to the 
yavious engagements which we have entered into with the Chiefs, and to the more 
intimate rela ch we have had with them in consequence. Our position of 
“overlordship,” so fat as it refers to the maintenance of the maritime peace, to the 
protection of our traders, and to the observance by the Chiefs of their various eng: 

and is undoubtedly accepted by the Chiefs without demur. 

As I have stated above, no infringement of the maritime truce has occurred for

In 1893, 
M, [onozoff obtained an extension of this contract for another ten years, the rental being 
raised in view of the proved value of the Concession from the years 1901 to 1910, inclusive, 
to 1,000/. n-year. ‘This was subsequently prolonged for another period of ten years, and 
in 1496 M. George Lionozolf, the son amd heir of the original lessee, got a farther 
extension for five tore years fi fat the stil ligher rental of 20,0002, per 
annum, Thaye the honour to transmit herewith a translation from the Russian and 
Persian of the two latest contracts, which Ihave obtained fro dential informant. 

M, Naus estimates that the sile of these royalties to the Russian Bank for the next 
twenty-two years should bring into the Persian Government, after deiueting interest and 
other Atul charges, a sum of at least 330,000/,, which would enable them to mect

©T think that, pending a settlement of the question, a British ship of war should 
de stationed at Babrein with orders that if information is received of the occupation 
by the Turks of any of the places in question, she shoulil go there and enforce its 
abandonment, and, if necessary, bring the ‘Turkish officials to Bahrein. 
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unlikely. No half-measures would dispose of this matter. So long as the Turks remained 
south of Kataba there would be no peace on the Dthali border. ‘The persistent bad faith 
of the Turkish Government appeared to justify the demand that the green line of Wahab’ 
map of the 2nd December should be accepted as the frontier.

Haying learnt from hina that such a reservation would be of value if made, 
fn ease Persia should increase the Tariff against Turkey, and that he hind himself 
mentioned the point to the Turkish Ambassador in Tehran, 1 sounded the Porte on 
the subject, and learnt that, in order to provent any increase of the Persian ‘aril, 
they are considering the advisability of making a declaration to the Persian Govern- 
meat that, in the cvent of such increase, the Ottoman Government will denounce the 
‘Agreement of September, and thus regain complete liberty of action. 

‘On wy communicating this to Sir A. Hardinge, le replied, that, though of some 
mall value, he would prefer a declaration to the effect that if Persia should jnevease 
the Tarif, the Porte reserves the right to withdraw its assent to such increase, 
unaccompanied by any statement whether the result would he reversion to the old 
Kégime ct resumption of liberty of action by denunciation of the Agreement; and 
aided Ate that he chiefly desired w declaration so wonted that wo could gontent 
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that the commercial clauses of the Erzeroum Treaty are merely suspended, and not 
abrogated, by the Agreement of September. 

‘Phere is no prospect of obtaining a formal statement from the Porte which would 
enable us to make such a contention. ‘The Porte accepted the September Agreement 
in order to be freed from the commercial stipulations of the Erzeroum Treaty, and 
that Agreement is so worded that when it is denounced the te, far from goin: 
back to the Eracroum ‘Treaty, will rezain complete liberty of action.
